WE HAVE written at length 
concerning functional distress 
in the abdomen due to nervous 
irritations,

the abdomen, presents himself 
to a physician, the doctor 
listens to the patiimt’s descrip- 
tion of hig symptoms and ean 
often decide the nature of the 
trouble by hig story. 

But the physician cannot be 
satisfied with the *.ea that it is 
purely nervous. To assure him- 
self and the patient too, he may 
resort to X-rays of the entire

Every page and every 
measure of his music is filled 
with the “misplaced” accents.

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ECONOMICAL RECIPES COME 
OF MEAL-PLANNERS 


THIS WEEK’S column is made 
up of varied recipes that I have 
tried and found not only tasty 
but economical and practical. 
They are easily adapted to most 
of the requirements for family 
meals, at least. Try them and 
see if you don’t think them 
worth serving again and again, 
The chicken hash that follows is 
made from left-over roast chick- 
en or from the less choice parts 
of chicken left from a fancy 
casserole dish in which only the 
breast, thighs asd drumsticks 
were used, It is delicious either 
for breakfast or lunchcon. 


CREAMY CHICKEN HASH 

Ingredients: 2 tablespoons 
butter, 2 tablespoons flour, % 
cup cream, 3% cup chicken stock, 
2 cups cooked chicken cut fine, 
% teaspoon salt, 2 eggs, 2 
teaspoons cooking sherry, and 
pepper. 

Melt the butter, add the flour 
and mix well, Add the cream 
and chicken broth and cook 
until the sauce is smooth, stir- 
ring constantly. Add the chick- 
en and season well with salt and 
pepper—perhaps a dash of 
enyenne, Heat thoroughly. Pour 
over the beaten eggs and add 
the sherry flavoring, Mix well 
and cook about 2 minutes long- 
er, For breakfast serve over 
points of crisp buttered toast. 

For a luncheon entree, pour 
the hash into a greased shallow 
baking dish and pipe freshly 
mashed potatoes through a pas- 
try bag into a bordpr. Set into 
a hot oven until the’potatoes are 
touched with brown. Or, if you 
wish, surround the hash with a 
border of hot, buttered, chopped 
spinach and garnish with hard- 
cooked eres. 


CANDIED CARROTS 

Ingredients: 1 bunch young 
earrots sliced lengthwise, % cup 
sugar, % teaspoon nutmeg, 1 
cup boiling water, 2 tablespoons 
buiter, salt and paprika.
